Matter how small or inexpensive as 
long as they arouew,"is tho appeal 
mada by the district presidents of tho 
American Needlework guild In drum- 
ming np recruits for tho organizaiton. 


This needlework gmld is a distinctly 


new chanty and is conducted on a prin- 
ciple different fiom any heretofore at- 
tempted iu this city. Tlie object of the 
guild is to frauish new, plain and suit- 
able garments to tho deserviug poor, 
whether they be iu die ho&pi tals or in 
their own wrotohed homes. The idea of 
giving newgarmuuts is to laise the self 
respect of unfortunate people who so 
frequently nudorgo humiliation in be- 
ing obliged to accept custon. clothing 


The hcadcruarteis of the National 


guild arc in Philadelphia, wliere it was 
Orgauiaed nine years ago ou a similar 
plan to that organized by Lady Wolver 
ton and put into execution in England. 
For a time the work in this country was 
confined to Philadelphia. A branch was 
eventually started in New York, and a 
few weeks ago Miss Willard camo here 
fiom Philadelphia and organized the 
third city branch of the National guild. 
Tho meeting was held at the residence 
of Mrs. Horace Davis. Miss Willard, 
who had boon in correspondence with a 
number of the prominent ladies of this 
city, had her plan well outlined and ex- 
plained it in auch a comprehensive way 
that the ladies present immediately be- 
came enthusiastic tuid oiganized a local 
branch of tho National guild before the 
meeting adjourned. 
Since that it has 


continued to grow with surprising rapid- 
ity. 
Here it is the middle of summer, 


when, strictly speaking, all society is 
out of town and most charities are tem- 
porarily snspeuded. But tliis guild has 
excited a deep rooted rather than a 
spasmodic- iutere&t, which has grown 
until it lias become a popular fad. 
Groups of ladies discussing the guild 
and outlining plans for its extension 
may bo found any morning on the ve- 
randas of the fashionable report hotels 
It is a recognized topic of conversation. 
The organization being uonsectarian 
creates a more general and widespread 
interest than wotild otherwise exist. 


Tlio work is planned on a simple yet 


practical basis. Any one may become a 
mcmuor by giving two gui-monts a year. 
A nii'nibor obtaining coutiibtitiona from 
10 or more persons amounting to 33 
garments may become a director 
Tho 


city branches are dnidcd into sections, 
wm'ch are under tliu supervision of a 
president and se\eral directors. 
Each 


president is responsible for 110 gar- 
ments a year. 
Sho pledges lieit,elf for 


that number and must abide by lior ob- 
ligation. 


It w,ts feared this regulation would 


be somewhat of a dinwb.irk to llio suc- 
cess of tha guild work in tins city, for, 
while all the UuUf.swcie willing to con- 
tribute two garments, few felt inclined 
to assume tlio nspunsibllity of 110 gar- 
ments. 
After the itist three sections 


went started and tho ladies saw how 
easy ]t was to uiUu'St their personal 
frieudh iu the wotk their hesitancy van- 
lahod, and ono by one they consented to 
become presidents until tliero arc now 
31 acting in that capacity for the same 
number of scclions 


Mrs A. II. Boston was elected hon- 


orary piesidout of tho city branch, Miss 
C. Gwin tho president, Miss M. M. 
Groer tho secretary and Mrs. W. H. 
Smedberg tho treasurer. 


Quo peculiarity about this charity is 


its iiecdorn from meetings. There are 
no weekly or monthly meetings to be 
attended and no after meeting little 
gossips to bo enjoyed. 
The charity has 


uo social side, which makes its popular- 
ity all the moro suiprising. Once a year 
there is a meeting at tho time of distri- 
bution, but tlmt is all. 
When it comes 


time for tho yearly distribution, every 
Bectiou sends in its collection. 
One of 


tho down town halls will be hired for 
the occasion, and all the garments that 
have bilen donated by the guild mom- 
beis during tho year will be on exhibi- 
tion. Tho public will lie invited to at- 
tend and inspect the display. Mrs. Eas- 
ton and Miss Qwiii, assisted by several 
ladies, will then sort over the articles, 
do them np in packages, label them and 
direct an expressman where to take 
them. Any section is privileged to sug- 
gest to the committee wheio it prefers 
having its contributions sent. There is 
considerable labor attached to the distri- 
bution, but the ladies think nothing of 
their time and work, so interested are 
they in alleviating the distress of the 
poor. —San Francisco Exarnmor. 


Adelaide &I. Anderson.

Anderson, it is gratifying to remem- 
ber, is the fourth lady inspector detailed 
to carry out tho provisions of factory 
legislation as they affect women in tho 
United Kingdom. She is a daughter of 
tho lato Mr. Alexander Gavin Anderson 
and is of Scottish extraction, though 
Melbourne is her birthplace. 


She was educated at Girton college 


and took honors in 18S7 in the moral 
sciences tripos. A year ago blie took tie 
'Gamble prize at the same college by an 
essay on ' 'Joannes Scotns.'' After quali- 
fying for her dogiee Miss Anderson de- 
voted her time principally to tho study 
and teaching of subjects dealing with 
ethics and political economy. Since 
1893, however, she has been occupied 
with work under tho direction of tho 
secretary of the labor corniniseion. The 
experience gained in this way should 
prove particularly useful to Miss An- 
derson in her new office, as should also 
her practical knowledge of the co-opera- 
tive movement.

gallon pitcher full of water in each 
hand and make the movement with both 
simultaneously, being careful that the 
rapidly revolving pitchers ^all not 
touch. Tho vessels must cross each oth- 
ar's orbits at different angles. 


This is a most developing exorcise to 


arms, neck and back, and when perfect 
in tho exercise it will he possible to per- 
form the neat little centrifugal experi- 
ment of the whirling of an open can of 
mill: around the liead without spilling a 
drop.
